Withall 3 wiſh 
pe foerpect no greater matter then Anthonyes capacity 
can compꝛehend. When J was liked, there was no 
thought of that idle vpſtart generation of Lallad-ſingers, 
neither was there a pꝛinter ſo lewd that would ſet finger 
to a laſciuious line. But J perceiue the times are changed, 
and men are changed inthe times. Foz not long ſince a 
number of childzen were bolſtered by ſome vnwco2thy 
Citizens and other free men in Townes Cozpozate to 
exerciſe a baſe libertine life in ſinging anpe thing that 
came to hand from ſome ofthe Diuels inſtruments, in- 
truders into pꝛintings milterie, by whome that excelent 
Art is not ſmally flandered, the government of the cſfate 
nofa little blemiſhed, no2 Religion in the leaſt meaſure 
hindꝛed.

Neither is he foz theſe flies only in fault, but the 
Gouerners of eutpar(e hall, finding that their company 
wounderfully intreaſt, howener manye of their beſte 
wozkeme monthly nulcande atthe thꝛee foot croſſe, they 
tooke counſaile how. they might find ſome new exerciſe 
to imploy their number.

Mell how euer they ſung. it is like they ſha- 
red: foꝛ it bath bene ſaide, they the;nſclues dꝛagge, they 
gaued their tweaty ſhillinges in a day, Ah bother 
Popo, many a hard meale haue pon made, and as many 
a time, hath Curtell pour foure-foted traueiler, beene 
pincht foz want of pzouander, and yet at the werkes ende 
haue you hardly taken tenne {illinges- But J rerſuads 
my ſelfe you gaine by your honeſt labour, and they by le- 
gerdemalae, To tell you your owne iniuries, by them e- 
verp where offered, næde not: to wiſh you to ſpeake fo 
them it votes nat. There koze this is my counſaile, and 
let it be your cour ſe: Make bumble ſuite to her Paieſties

their miſery come eit pede. Law is in it ſelfe giod, the 
true Pꝛofeſlos to be highly eſtmd. But as in Diut⸗ 
nity it ſometime fares that Schiſmatikes,Heretikes, 
and ſuchlike , make Scripture acloake fo} their de- 
teſted erro2s , and by their pꝛactiſes ſ@ke to makethe 
 reuerend Diuines contemptible; ſo a ſozt of Connp- 

Catchers (as I map call then) that haue gathered vp 
the gleanings ol the Law, onely expert to begin con- 
trouerſies, and vtterly ignozant of their end; yerſwade 
the ſimple that if they will follow their rules, thus and 
thus it ſhall chance to their ſpedy quieting, and that 
Atturneys, Counſellers end Serieants, are to coſtly 
to bee dealt with ſimply, bur by their mediation, who 
are able to ſpeak when Counlellfailes, aud gine moze 
eale in an houre, than the beſt Benchers ina peare, 
when God wot,theydo no moze good than a Dꝛont in 
a Hive. Theſe Juglers ww cunning fo} (#ckoe,

and in the end will pꝛoue tos crafty foꝛ themſelues z@- 


ther Juglers there dee, that hui ig fauour from Au⸗ 
thoꝛity to ſeeke ſome thing to themſelues beneficiall, 
and to the Common wealth not pꝛeiudiciall, vader co⸗ 
16&4rof overly dealing haue hookt into their hands the 
whole lining to a number pooze men belonging. Theie 
when they were complaind on, immediately tooke an 
honeſt courſe, and pꝛomiſt large reliefe yeerely to them 
they wꝛong: But euery pꝛomiſe is either bꝛokẽ, oz kept 
ſoit fares with them: J pꝛot elt if their Jugling were 
ſet downe, it would make a pꝛety volume:but J wil let 
them palſe, becauſe there is hope they will remember 
themſelues. To ſet downe the Jugling in Trades, che 
crafty tricks of buyers and ſellers, the (wearing of che 
one, the lying ol the other, were but to tell the wo2lde 


that which they well knowe, and therekoze J will likes 


wiſe ouerſlip that. There is an occupation of no long 
ſtanding about London called Bzoking oz bzogging, 
whether ye will; in which there is petty Jugling. eſ⸗ 


pecially to blind Law, and bolſter Uſury: if any man 


be fozft to bꝛiag them a pawne, they will take no inte- 
reſt, not paſt twelue pence a pound fo2 the month; mar⸗ 
ry they muſt haue a groat foꝛ a monthly bill: which is a 
bill of ſale from month to mont hʒ ſo that no aduantage 
canbe taken fo} the Uſurie, J heare ſay its well multi⸗ 
plied ſince I died; but J beſhꝛewe them, fo2 in my life 
many a time haue J bozrowed a ſhilling on my Pipes, 


and paid a groat fo2 the bill, when haue fetcht out mp 


pawne in a das. 1079, 45470117 
This Jugling erceeds Cuckoes gettings, and ſuy- 
Ny times turnd pooze William to his ſhifts. Indeede J 
deny not, but in their kind ſome of them deale well, and 
wil pꝛeſerue a mans goods ſafe,if be keep any reaſona⸗ 
ble time: theſe are not ſo blameable, as they that make

immedlate ſale. Ik euer J haue opoꝛtunity towzite into 
the wozldagaine ,' J will learne who abuſe it moſt and

Now will dꝛam to an en concluding with a Bas 
ſer Jugler that he may be well knowne if he be got in- 
to auy obſcure coꝛner of the Countrey. This Shifter 
foſooth carried no lefle countenance than a Gentle 
mans abilitie, with his two men in blue coates , that 


ſcruev fo? ſhares not wages. Hee being p2operly ſeated - 
ina Shire of this Realme , and by the repozt of his 


men b2uted fo2 a cunning man,grew into credit by this
